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President's Report 


As our fiscal year has been changed 
to coincide with that of the Province of 
Ontario, this Annual Report covers 
only the nine months from 1 July 1972 
to 31 March 1973. 

Our activities in this period were 
somewhat limited due to the construc- 
tion programme, but during the com- 
ing year our staff and our committees 
will prepare for the various openings 
that are to take place. Nowhere is this 
exciting change more evident than in 
the flurry of activity associated with 
the opening of the restored Grange in 
April. The Board is particularly appre- 
ciative of the efforts of the Grange 
Restoration Committee, especially the 
chairman, Mrs. A. K. Stuart, the custo- 
dian, Miss Margaret Machell, the res- 
toration architect, Mr. Peter John 
Stokes, and the furnishing consultant, 
Mrs. W.N. Minhinnick. 

When the move into the completed 
Stage | takes place, the existing gal- 
leries will be turned over to the con- 
tractor for renovation. There will bea 
period when the Gallery will be closed 
to the public, at which time prepara- 
tions will be taking place for the open- 
ing of the Samuel and Ayala Zacks 
Wing and the Henry Moore Sculpture 
Centre. 

Plans for Stage II have been 
approved by the Board, and the archi- 
tects have been instructed to prepare 
tender documents. In order to properly 
assess Stage Il, the final Stages (III 
and IV or, better still, combined as a 
single Stage Ill) have been approved 
in principle by the Board. 


At the completion of Stage II, we will 
have constructed about eighty percent 
of our physical programme. This was 
funded by capital grants of $12,900,000 
from the Province, and $5,000,000 from 
our Capital Fund Campaign. We have 
requested support from the Federal 
Government and we will be providing 
the Municipality of Metropolitan 
Toronto with its opportunity to support 
this great community enterprise. 

While the Province of Ontario still 
provides the major proportion of the 
Gallery’s operating funds, during the 
coming year we will be receiving, in 
addition to the continuing grants from 
the Canada Council, federal grants 
from a new source: the National 
Museums Policy. These latter are pri- 
marily related to programmes of 
Education and Extension. 

| would like to thank the Board, the 
Gallery committees and the staff for 
their efforts during the year, and 
express particular appreciation to our 
Director, Mr. Withrow, for his able 
direction of our affairs.

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Director’s Report 


Introduction 

Museum directors from other provinces 
assume, when we discuss our building 
programme, that the Art Gallery of Ontario 
is closed for the construction period. They 
are staggered to find that we have been 
carrying on an almost full programme. 
And, frankly, so are we! 

This past season, in spite of the loss of 
one fifth of our display space and many 
disruptions, all the departments of the 
Gallery have served our members and the 
general public with dedication and, in 
many cases, uncommon ingenuity. The 
success of their efforts constitutes the 
substance of my report. 

At the same time, the trustees, officers 
and staff of the Art Gallery have devoted 
much time and energy to planning for the 
future of the Gallery which will provide 
very different — broader and more excit- 
ing — facilities and possibilities. In the 
interests of this long term planning, we 
initiated an analysis of our future public 
relations requirements and our consult- 
ants have presented us with a proposal for 
our opening year and for the first few 
years of activities in the new building. 

The staff of the Gallery formed a Staff 
Association which aims to facilitate inter- 
nal communications and promote social 
activities, which this year included a picnic 
on the Islands and a hard-hat tour of the 
new building. The Association has also 
concerned itself with revisions to the Staff 
Policy Book, the formation of a credit 
union, and plans for a staff room in the 
new building. 


Acknowledgements 

The Gallery wishes to acknowledge the 
generosity of the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities, Province of Ontario, the con- 
tinuing support of the Canada Council, 
and this year’s grant from the Municipality 
of Metropolitan Toronto. We would also 
like to thank the Ontario Arts Council for 
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Mr. Edmund C. Bovey deserves our 
thanks for his able chairmanship of the 
Capital Campaign Fund which brought in 
total gifts of more than $4 million since 
September 1971 when the Campaign was 
started. Mr. Fredrik S. Eaton, a vice- 
president of the Board, replaced Mr. 
Bovey as chairman in June 1972, and 
under his direction the total realized in 
cash and pledges rose to $4,825,000 by 
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hundreds of people, members and non- 
members alike, and the many corporations 
and foundations who have given most 
generously to the Capital Fund Campaign.

Curatorial 


Dr. Richard J. Wattenmaker joined the Art 
Gallery of Ontario as Chief Curator at the 
beginning of the year. Under his dynamic 
leadership, the Curatorial Department 
presented nine exhibitions and undertook 
a review of the framing of the permanent 
collection. Plans have been made to 
reframe the old masters in period antique 
frames as funds become available. In 
addition to his curatorial duties, Dr. 
Wattenmaker, who was previously Director 
of the Rutgers University Art Gallery, 
made a considerable contribution to the 
work of the Building Committee and in 
planning the interiors of the new galleries. 


Exhibitions 
Throughout the summer period, Canadian 
Heritage, an exhibition of Canadian work 
from the Art Gallery of Ontario’s collec- 
tion, featured Krieghoff, Jacobi, Colville, 
Cullen and Town. In September, French 
Master Drawings of the 17th and 18th 
Centuries in North American Collections, 
organized by the Art Gallery, provided a 
rare opportunity to see little known draw- 
ings by such artists as Watteau, Boucher, 
Fragonard and David. Pierre Rosenberg 
of the Louvre selected the works in the 
exhibition and wrote the scholarly and 
handsomely illustrated catalogue. The 
exhibition was officially opened by M. 
Philippe Husson, First Counsellor of the 
French Embassy in Ottawa, with M. 
Rosenberg, who flew from Paris especially 
for the opening, as guest of honour. After 
Toronto the exhibition was shown in 
Ottawa, San Francisco and New York. 
Concurrently the Gallery presented 
Ontario Society of Artists: 100 Years, a 
retrospective to celebrate the Society’s 
centennial, organized by Joan Murray, 
Curator of Canadian Art. The exhibition 
featured at least one painting, water 
colour or sculpture from every year since 
1872. During the same period, the final 
selection of one hundred paintings for the 


Canadian UNICEF Children’s Art Exhibi- 
tion was on show for two days. A panel of 
judges including Mrs. Margaret Trudeau 
came to the Gallery to choose twelve 
paintings to represent Canada inthe 
UNICEF International Children’s Art 
Exhibition held in Paris. 

French Printmakers of the Nineteenth 
Century, which followed in October/ 
November, was the first exhibition to be 
organized by the Assistant Curator, 
Katharine Jordan. Consisting mainly of 
works from the Art Gallery’s own print 
collection, it illustrated the variety of 
styles and the major aspects of print- 
making in France between 1815 and 1914, 
and included prints by Corot, Daumier, 
Delacroix, Millet and Toulouse-Lautrec. 

Also shown in November was Toronto 
Painting: 1953-1965, organized by the 
National Gallery of Canada. This compre- 
hensive exhibition included paintings by 
Burton, Bush, Markle, Ronald and Snow. 
The party on the evening of the opening 
was enlivened by the artists’ own jazz 
band. In February Appel’s Appels pre- 
sented seventy-seven of the Dutch artist's 
paintings and sculptures, and attracted 
considerable interest on the part of critics. 
The exhibition was shown courtesy of 
Rothmans of Pall Mall Canada Limited. 


The year closed with Highlights of the 
Permanent Collection which featured the 
most important paintings and sculpture 
from the fifteenth to the twentieth century 
owned by the Art Gallery. The works were 
selected by the Chief Curator, Dr. Richard 
J. Wattenmaker, and newly installed in 
order to bring out the inter-relationships 
between the traditions represented in the 
collection. The exhibition included works 
by Poussin, Rembrandt, Hals, Chardin, 
Picasso, Monet, Pissarro and Renoir. 


Acquisitions 

Among the notable gifts to the Canadian 
collection this year were Spring Land- 
scape by Ernest Lawson, After the Bath 
by Paul Peel, and A Northern Lake by Tom 
Thomson, all three kindly donated by the 
government of the Province of Ontario. 
Joyce Wieland’s Quilt Assemblage was a 
gift from the Women’s Committee Fund. 
Canadian works purchased during the 
year include Henry Dunsmore’s Portrait of 
the Artist's Widow, Charles Pachter’s 
Ascension, an album of fourteen silk- 
screen prints by Claude Tousignant, and 
Unroll by Gordon Rayner. 

European works acquired include etch- 
ings Soirée d’été and Histoire ennuyeuse 
by James Jacques Joseph Tissot donated 
by William Mackie. Honoré Daumier’s 
lithograph Repos de /a France and Johann 
Barthold Jongkind’s Moulins en Hollande 
were among the purchases made.

The Grange 

The Grange is now restored, furbished 
and furnished. At last, with candles illumi- 
nating and fires warming the reception 
rooms and bedrooms, bread baking in the 
brick wall-oven, fresh hyacinths and daf- 
fodils, the gleam of antique silver and 
glass, old wood and old portraits, and the 
period patterns of chintz and damask, 
wallpaper and carpet most admired and 
bought by the leading citizens of York so 


long ago, the 1817 house has truly become 


a ‘living museum.”’ 


Four rooms commemorate the outstand- 
ing contributions of Martin Baldwin, John 
M. Lyle, Virginia Kemp and Elise Meltzer 
to the development and vitality of the Art 
Gallery. Many furnishings were part of the 
historic Grange or other early Ontario 
houses. The fine Regency chandelier in 
the drawing room was a gift in memory of 
Mr. R. H. G. Bonnycastle of Winnipeg, a 
descendant of the original owner and 
builder of the house, D’Arcy Boulton, Jr. 


Although the search continues for elusive 


pieces, such as argand lamps and a 
Franklin stove, many generous gifts and 
skilled craftsmen have helped bring The 
Grange back to life. 


The opening festivities this spring mark 
the completion of a task brilliantly done 
by: Peter Stokes, the restoration architect; 
Jeanne Minhinnick, the furnishing con- 
sultant, assisted by Emmett Lewis; John 
Lownsbrough, historical research; Pauline 
Hall, museum consultant; J. Robert Page 
Limited, construction work; and a tireless 
team of Grange staff and volunteers. Now 
The Grange is ready for public life. 


The Library 

Current methods of research were 
reflected in the use of the library during 
the past nine months: the number of 
enquiries by telephone (3,273) and of 
requests for xerox copies (1,053 were 
supplied) exceeded that of readers con- 
sulting material on the premises. 

Acquisitions of books, catalogues and 
bound volumes of periodicals totalled 
1,158. Of these 317 were purchased, 640 
were received on exchange and 301 were 
gifts. 1,096 titles were processed and 
catalogued. The estimated total of hold- 
ings now stands at 18,500 volumes. 

The library was enriched by the gift of 
some fine modern illustrated books from 
Mr. Walter Carsen and by d’Hancarville’s 
splendid eighteenth century catalogue of 
the Hamilton collection, from Mrs. Arnold 
C. Matthews. The library is also grateful 
for the generosity of the following donors: 
the Belgian Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
Mr. Franco Bonacina, Professor B. M. 
Corrigan, Mr. Gerardo Dottori, Mr. R. W. 
Finlayson, Miss Charity Grant, Mrs. 
George Harris, Mr. Alexis Gritchenko, 
Mrs. George Hendrie, Mrs. Carol Myers, 
Mrs. Ida Schneider, Mr. Vincent Tovell. 

Special projects accomplished included 
the expansion and revision of the pam- 
phlet collections (152 boxes) and the 
transfer of some 450 volumes to a new 
section. The letters, photographs and 
printed material on Canadian art received 
from Mrs. C. S. Band in the last few years 
were Classified and filed. 

The library contributed supplementary 
material to the exhibition commemorating 
A. Y. Jackson’s 90th birthday and to the 
French Printmakers of the Nineteenth 
Century exhibition. In the library itself, a 
selection of woodcuts by children from 
the classes of Franz Cizek was hung, and 
five consecutive displays were set up: 
Neo-Classical books, Illustrations by 
Frank Carmichael, William Rimmer, 
Marble-papers, and French book illustra- 
tions of the 1920s. 

In September the librarian visited Paris 
and London to see the Georges de la Tour 
and Neo-Classical exhibitions; she also 
attended the College Art Association 
meeting in New York in January. 


Publications 

The Publications Department was estab- 
lished at the end of the last fiscal year in 
order to coordinate Gallery editorial style, 
design and printing. During the year, the 
department worked on printed matter for 
many departments and committees of the 
Gallery and handled as many as sixty 
individual items, ranging from tickets, 
invitations, posters and brochures to 
catalogues for the exhibitions. Important 
projects included: the coordination of an 
author in Paris, a translator in Venice and 
a publisher in London, England, for the 
catalogue French Master Drawings; the 
editing and design of the catalogue 
French Printmakers of the Nineteenth 
Century; supervision of the production of 
promotional material for the opening of 
The Grange. Halfway through the year, 
the Publications Department also took 
over the production of the Coming Events 
magazine. At the same time it undertook 
an analysis of the general printing require- 
ments of the Gallery and, in conjunction 
with the Public Relations Department and 
the officers, planned an integrated group 
of Gallery literature, elements of which 
will, we hope, cover the new Gallery’s 
need to provide, firstly, permanent infor- 
mation about its services, history and 
collection, and secondly, changing infor- 
mation on its programmes. 

During the year Hans Kleefeld, Design 
Director of Stewart & Morrison, worked 
with the officers of the Gallery and the 
architects to evolve a graphic identifica- 
tion plan for all the stationery and signage 
of the new building. The Publications 
Department was given the job of coordi- 
nating the introduction and continued 
application of the new graphics. 

Although the task of coordinating Gal- 
lery printed material is a large and com- 
plex one which may take some years to 
accomplish, a good start has been made. 


Extension Programme of Circulating 
Exhibitions 

Galleries, universities, community col- 
leges, schools and libraries requested 219 
separate bookings during the past nine 
months, and 44 circulating exhibitions 
reached 84 centres in the Province of 
Ontario. They included exhibitions of origi- 
nal work, photographs and reproductions. 

This year, in cooperation with the 
Ontario Arts Council, we expanded the 
project Artists with their Work. Fourteen 
artists working in graphics, painting, 
sculpture, kinetics and textiles travelled 
to centres in all parts of Ontario including 
Windsor, Guelph, South Porcupine, 
Kingston and Ottawa. Exhibitions were 
presented with educational programming 
in the form of slide/film presentations, 
informal gatherings, seminars and discus- 
sions designed to meet the community’s 
needs. In addition, seven filmmakers trav- 
elled to various centres to discuss their 
work in conjunction with an evening of 
film or a weekend workshop. Community 
involvement and the artists’ participation 
proved to be an unqualified success and 
this project will again be further expanded 
next year. 

Among the most important exhibitions 
circulated in the Province were: Paris 
Today, showing the diversity of the work 
being created in Paris today from Vasarely 
and Soto to Yvarel, Le Parc and Nicolas 
Schoffer; an exhibition of original prints 
French Printmakers of the 19th Century, 
and the Charles S. Band Memorial Exhibi- 
tion of Canadian Paintings and Sculpture, 
both from the collection of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario.

Education Programmes 

Education programmes have continued to 
investigate new media and interests, and 
the audiences attracted have reflected 
their diversity. The most popular feature 
of the season was the series of Under- 
ground Film Classics, a selection of films 
from the 1940s to the present day which 
were offered independently of the Gallery 
exhibition programme. Most of the films 
had never before been shown publicly in 
Toronto, and appreciation of this example 
of the Gallery’s desire to present a broad 
range of visual arts was shown by the 
unprecedented audiences of between 300 
and 500 who attended each of the six 
evenings. 

Three other film shows complemented 
the Underground Classics. English Inde- 
pendent Cinema gave an audience which 
mainly consisted of Toronto filmmakers 


an opportunity to see and discuss current 
work by young filmmakers in England. 


Two ‘‘one man shows” were well received: 


David Rimmer from Vancouver and Ed 
Emshwiller from New York. 

A series of lectures offered a back- 
ground to the exhibitions Ontario Society 


of Artists: 100 Years and Toronto Painting: 


1953-1965. Of special interest was Luke 
Rombout’s discussion of the role and 
activities of the newly formed Canada 
Council Art Bank, his first public state- 
ment on the project. Two theatre pieces 
prepared by Eileen Thalenberg and John 
Howlin with the support of the Ontario 
Arts Council, and sound poetry presented 
by the Isle of Avalon Society of Vancouver, 
explored the possibilities of mixed media. 


Ten Sunday Concerts were presented in 
cooperation with the University of Toronto 
Faculty of Music. 

This lively and diversified season will 
provide the Education Department with a 
wider frame of reference as it plans pro- 
grammes for the new building and pre- 
pares to move into its new quarters over 
the next year. 


Gallery Tours 

From September to March, fifteen part- 
time guides accompanied 12,105 students 
and adults on 345 tours. The guides did 
most of their walking and talking during 
two exhibitions: Toronto Painting: 1953- 
1965 and Appel’s Appels. Public Tours 
continued during special exhibitions every 
Wednesday and Thursday evening and on 
Saturday afternoons.

Experimental School Visits 

Classes from Grades 2 to 8 selected by 
various Metro Toronto school boards 
found themselves posing as models ina 
mock studio, drawing ‘“‘nervous’”’ lines, or 
comparing photographed and painted 
landscapes. One innovation was to ask 
the students to be the guides: small 
groups of friends discussed a painting or 
sculpture of their choice and then pre- 
sented their opinions to the rest of the 
class. Begun in April 1972, these experi- 
mental introductions to the Gallery, 
together with teacher and student evalu- 
ations, will be used to evolve the pro- 
grammes which will be offered in the new 
building.

Gallery School 

A successful six-week series of Summer 
Classes was held with the cooperation 

of the C.N.E. when approximately ninety 
students were taught by a staff of 

eight instructors on a rotating schedule. 
From October to March, Gallery School 
classes were held on Saturday mornings 
in studio space provided by the Ontario 
College of Art. A total of one hundred and 
fifty students in regular and scholarship 
classes worked with ten instructors ina 
varied series of projects. Drawing, paint- 
ing, printmaking, three-dimensional 
modelling and construction, and film- 
making activities were amplified by study 
of Gallery exhibitions and experiments 
with new materials and tools. Throughout 
the year the Head of the School was 
involved in planning concepts and speci- 
fications for Stage II of the new building 
programme. 


Audio-Visual Library 

The Audio-Visual Library resumed its 
service of lending slides after closing 
temporarily from January to September 
1972 in order to reorganize and refurbish 
the loan collection of 27,000 slides. The 
new system of classification and arrange- 
ment is now in operation, affording bor- 
rowers easy access and self-service when 
selecting visual material for lecture and 
discussion use. A total of 300 persons 
used the collection for loans and refer- 
ence. The Audio-Visual Library continues 
to send visual aids into the Province on 
request; during its operational period, 
11,600 slides were circulated. 

The archive collection was increased 
by slides of new works of art in the perma- 
nent collection and of the installations of 
the year’s major exhibitions. Projects still 
in progress are the cross-referencing of 
slides by art form, media and technique 
classification, and the indexing of signifi- 
cant themes and subject matter. 

The Audio-Visual Library continued to 
fulfill its responsibility to provide instruc- 
tional material for its slide sales pro- 
gramme: sets of slides were prepared 
from the exhibitions Ontario Society of 


Artists: 100 Years, French Master Draw- 
ings, French Printmakers of the Nineteenth 
Century, Toronto Painting: 1953-1965 and 
Appel’s Appels. In addition a great num- 
ber of works in our permanent collection 
were photographed or duplicated as 
slides for use by scholars and authors, 
and photographic material for reproduc- 
tions, postcards, film and filmstrip use 
was supplied on a larger scale than ever 
before. Our regular stock of reproduced 
slides on sale to the general public met 
with great success, and the accumulated 
revenue has been used for the production 
of anew edition of slides representing 
one hundred Canadian works of art from 
the Gallery’s permanent collection. A new 
brochure listing the entire selection of 
slide subjects is now available. 

The film collection acquired a number 
of new films to complement the circulating 
exhibitions programme organized by the 
Extension Department. Three short films 
from the Canadian Artists Series, Charles 
Pachter, Walter Redinger and Edward 
Zelenak, were purchased. 


Membership 

The Capital Fund Campaign has again 
attracted enthusiastic support, and the 
number of permanent members has con- 
siderably increased, giving the Gallery 
700 permanent members. The total mem- 
bership, both annual and permanent, is 
6,200 which represents a slight loss of 
annual members. We feel confident that 
we will enjoy the same experience as 
other art institutions who found that their 
membership grew considerably during the 
twelve months following the addition of 
new facilities. In some cases, membership 
doubled. 


Women’s Committee 

This year the Women’s Committee efforts 
were directed towards stimulating and 
maintaining the interest of the Gallery 
membership through the construction 
period. Five Gallery Hoppings to centres 
of artistic and architectural interest were 
offered and 500 members participated. A 
tour of Architects’ Homes in the fall was 
enthusiastically attended by 550 mem- 
bers. In November, all members who had 


joined the Art Gallery during the past two 
years were invited to a full day of varied 
activities to introduce them to the Gallery. 
The Art Tour of the Mayan Culture in 
Central America was a great success with 
a full complement of 36 members. 

The Art Rental Service and the Gallery 
Shop had a successful year in their tem- 
porary quarters in the basement. In 
October a joint promotion held in the 
Sculpture Court attracted many new mem- 
bers to rent works of art, while the wide 
range of books offered for sale solved 
Christmas shopping problems for others. 

The Junior Committee held two “Men 
Only” lunches and a delightful Children’s 
Christmas Party in the Sculpture Court; 
and again expanded its Henry Moore 
Speakers Programme to include a broader 
section of Metro schools. 

Both committees have emphasized art 
education for their members this year in 
preparation for the expanding roles 
required of Volunteers in the new build- 
ing, and are at present developing a com- 
munity speakers force to provide informa- 
tion on the new Gallery.

1 Accounting policies 
The Gallery does not include the cost of 
land, buildings and equipment in the 
balance sheet except for costs which 
have been incurred in connection with the 
extension of the Gallery’s facilities and 
the restoration of The Grange (these costs 
will be written off when the projects are 
complete). Equipment purchased is 
charged to current expenditures. 
Accordingly, no depreciation on build- 
ings or equipment has been provided in 
the accounts. 


2 Bank indebtedness 
The bank indebtedness is secured by the 
Government of Canada bonds held by the 
General Fund. 


Auditors’ Report 


3 Province of Ontario financing 

In 1971 the Province of Ontario agreed to 
give the Gallery $12,750,000 over ten 
years for the expansion of its facilities; 
$5,200,000 of this amount has been 
received as at March 31, 1973. 

The Gallery has issued debentures 
totalling $4,700,000 to the Ontario Univer- 


sities Capital Aid Corporation for a portion 
of the amounts received from the Province. 


Payments of debenture principal and 
interest are to be made by the Treasury 
Department of the Province of Ontario on 
behalf of the Gallery; accordingly the 
$4,700,000 received from the Province has 
not been recorded as a liability in the 
accounts. 


4 Construction commitments 
The Gallery has commitments totalling 
$7,066,000 in connection with the con- 
struction of its new facilities. 


To the Members of the Art Gallery 
of Ontario: 


We have examined the balance sheet of 
the Art Gallery of Ontario as at March 31, 
1973, the statement of revenue and 
expenditures and statements of continuity 
of the general fund, capital funds and 
building funds for the nine months then 
ended. Our examination included a gen- 
eral review of the accounting procedures 
and such tests of accounting records and 
other supporting evidence as we con- 
sidered necessary in the circumstances, 
except as noted in the following 
paragraph. 

Donations and bequests received by 
the Gallery, by their nature, are not 
susceptible of complete verification by 
audit procedures. Accordingly our verifi- 
cation of receipts from this source was 
limited to a comparison of recorded 
receipts with bank deposits on a test 
basis. 


5 Rental commitments 
The Gallery is committed to rental pay- 
ments of approximately $76,500 per year 
under the terms of a number of leases 
expiring at various dates to 1978. 


6 The Art Gallery of Toronto Foundation 
As at March 31, 1973 the approximate 
market value of the net assets of The Art 
Gallery of Toronto Foundation was 
$1,303,000. 


7 Change of year-end 
The Art Gallery of Ontario has changed its 
year-end to March 31 in order to comply 
with the fiscal year-end of the Province 
of Ontario. 


In our opinion, except for the limitation 
in the scope of our examination referred 
to in the preceding paragraph, these 
financial statements present fairly the 
financial position of the Gallery as at 
March 31, 1973 and the results of its 
operations for the nine months then 
ended, in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles for non- 
profit organizations, applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year.
